Range owner 
lauds staff 

The general manager of Wild 
West Shooting Centre is prais¬ 
ing staff members for stopping 
a man who may have been try¬ 
ing to take his own life at the 
shooting range Tuesday night. 

“The range officer did 
a good job for saving that 
individual’s life, as well as not 
being hurt by that person,” 
said Flora Kupsch, co-owner 
and general manager of the 
range, located in West Edmon¬ 
ton Mall. 

Police said the man suffered 
a gunshot wound to the neck 
and was in stable condition in 
hospital. 

Kupsch said she and five 
employees were working when 
a man, who said he had never 
shot a gun before, paid cash 
for a range pass and a 50-round 
box of 9-mm bullets. 

“He was a well-dressed 
older fellow Maybe in his 50s,” 
she said. 

Kupsch said according 
to her employees, with only 
a few bullets left, the man 
pointed the gun at himself. A 
worker struck him down so 
he couldn’t hurt himself, and 
another employee helped pin 
the man to the floor. 

Staff applied first aid to the 
man’s neck, which was slightly 
bloody, and mall security and 
police soon showed up. 

“Range protocol was in 
place,” Kupsch said. “I was very 
proud of my range officers for 
the way it was handled.”

A problem home in the 
southeast neighbourhood 
of Kameyosek was ordered 
closed and vacated, making 
for a safer night of trick-or- 
treating for neighbourhood 
children. 

For a second time, the 
property was closed follow¬ 
ing an investigation by the 
Alberta Law Enforcement 
Response Team’s Safer Com¬ 
munities and Neighbour¬ 
hoods (SCAN) unit. 

Officers received com¬ 
plaints about drug-traffick¬ 
ing activities at the property, 
which was previously closed 
for 90 days by SCAN in the 
fall of 2009, said Chip Saw- 
chuk, manager of the unit. 

As the home was board¬ 
ed up and fenced off on 
Wednesday afternoon, Saw- 
chulc said the program was 
working. 

“This is only the second 
one in northern Alberta that 
we’ve had to shut down a 
second time,” he said. 

Sawchulc said following 
the first closure, drug-traf-

“You are setting this bad 
example, unrealistic expecta¬ 
tions on behalf of other com¬ 
munities,” said Sohi. 

Rob Stack, president of 
the McCauley Commun¬ 
ity League, said he was dis¬ 
appointed the moratorium 
was shortened, but at least it 
got people talking. 

“In one way, something is 


better than nothing; having 
the conversation is kind of 
the most important part of 
this,” he said. 

Stack said these neigh¬ 
bourhoods already have more 
than their share of social 
housing and it’s time for the 
rest of the city to assume its 
share as well.

Any decisions on spending 


money for upgrades to Com¬ 
monwealth Stadium have 
been pushed down the road. 

City councillors considered 
a host of changes to their cap¬ 
ital budget Wednesday, but 
took a pass on a proposal to up¬ 
grade the stadium’s dressing 
rooms, parking lots, Jumbo¬ 
tron and sound system. 

The costs — $1.5 million 
for the dressing rooms, $1.6 
million for parking lots, $5.1 


million for the Jumbotron and 
$2.5 million for the sound sys¬ 
tem — will all be considered in 
the future. 

Council may reconsider 
them during an upcoming 
budget discussion or it may 
wait even longer. 

“We just left any decision 
on Commonwealth to some 
later date,” said Coun. Brian 
Anderson after the meeting. 

The changes to the dress¬ 


ing rooms were to create 
new space for the 2014 FIFA 
Women’s World Cup and were 
initially budgeted at $12 mil¬ 
lion before administration 
made changes. 

Anderson said even the cur¬ 
rent cost estimates are hard to 
swallow for one event. 

“It didn’t make sense to me 
to rebuild a whole comer of the 
stadium to make things that 
may or may not be used unless 


we end up with some major 
international event played on 
grass with cleats,” he said. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said with the Commonwealth 
Recreation Centre attached to 
the stadium, the city should be 
able to find the space without 
a big investment. 

“We should be able to find 
enough room for people to 
stay and have enough privacy,” 
said Mandel. 


Wildrose MLA Bmce 
McAllister is disappointed 
his effort to stamp out “no¬ 
zero” policies through an 
Education Act amendment 
was rejected late Tuesday 
night. 

“I think we failed Al¬ 
berta students and I think 
we failed Alberta parents 
and we failed Alberta 
teachers by not allowing 
them to do what they see 
as right,” he said. 

McAllister, the Op¬ 
position’s education critic, 
said the proposed amend¬ 
ment stated that teachers 
would be free to assign 
grades of zero for work 
students don’t submit. 

“It’s sad that we have 
to put something like that 
in the Education Act, but 
given what happened to 
Lynden Dorval and given 
what happened with 
the whole furor over the 
policy, we felt it appropri¬ 
ate to do so,” McAllister 
said. 

Kim Capsticlc, press sec¬ 
retary to Jeff Johnson, the 
minister of education, said 
the no-zero amendment 
was turned down because 
day-to-day assessment is 
in the hands of teachers, 
principals and school 
boards. 

“The reason that was 
turned down is we didn’t 
believe that that belonged 
in the Education Act. A 
big pillar of the act is local 
decision-making for school 
boards,” she said. 

McAllister also pro¬ 
posed an amendment 
banning mandatory school 
fees, which was also re¬ 
jected late Tuesday night.

The city spent $201 million 
on a string of neighbour¬ 
hood renewal projects that 
are now coming to an end. 

At a press conference 
Wednesday, the city touted 
the work that saw the end 
of two neighbourhood re¬ 
building projects with ex¬ 
tensive work done on seven 
more. 

The city’s Great Neigh¬ 
bourhoods programs aim 
to revitalize drainage infra¬ 
structure, rebuild streets 
and sidewalks, and general¬ 
ly improve neighbourhoods. 

“Overall the neighbour¬ 
hood renewal program pro¬ 
vides a refresh of the aging 
infrastructure and improves 
the ability to navigate and 
walk in the community,” 
said Adam Laughin, director 
of neighbourhood renewal. 


“In short, it makes a more 
liveable community.” 

There were a total of 74 
neighbourhood renewal 
project taking place this 
past year, ranging from sim¬ 
ple streetlight replacement 
to complete replacement of 
sidewalks, streets and drain¬ 
age infrastructure. 

Stephane Labonne, direc¬ 
tor of the Great Neighbour¬ 
hoods program, said the 
small changes add up.

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Councillors tinker 
with budget, take step 
towards velodrome 


Audit. Streets are cleaner 
overall, but cigarette 
butts still litter the city 


City councillors made some 
tweaks to the capital budget 
Monday and gave a major boost 
to cycling infrastructure in Ed¬ 
monton. 

The proposed velodrome, 
which would be part of a new 
recreation complex at the 
existing Coronation arena, got 
$4.3 milhon to complete 60 per 
cent of the design work for the 
long-awaited project. 

City administration identi¬ 
fied $7.5 million in funding that 
had been freed up because of 
changes, delays or existing pro¬ 
jects coming in under budget. 

Coun. Bryan Anderson said 
with the non-profit groups who 
are willing to fundraise for this 
project, it made sense for the 
city to finally put some money 
behind it. 

Council also made budget 
changes to allow completion 
of the Rollie Milles track, a new 
Smart Fare transit-payment 
system, purchase of the Grant 
MacEwan west campus and 
money to start work on redevel¬ 
opment of the airport lands. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte was the 
lone vote against all five meas¬ 
ures. He said he doesn’t like vot¬ 
ing on items like this outside of 
the full capital budget. 


Budget tweaks 


• Smart Fare. The Smart 
Fare system will cost a 
total of $30 million, but 
the funding plan has 
$7 million coming from 
the city with regional 
partners, and the province 
making up the rest. 


• Airport lands. The 
money for the airport 
lands, $14-8 million, will 
allow for preliminary 
design and engineering 
as well as some site- 
preparation work. 


• Arts hub. No price has 
been set, but the city is 
currently negotiating to 
purchase the MacEwan 
west campus with the 
aim of turning it into an 
arts hub for the city. 


“Are they the most import¬ 
ant thing we can spend capital 
dollars on?” he asked. “I don’t 
like looking at things in isola¬ 
tion, I would rather have the 
whole list of things.”

Edmonton’s streets are clean¬ 
er than they were a year ago, 
but cigarette butts continue to 
be a stubborn problem. 

The city’s latest litter audit 
shows a 9.4 per cent reduction 
in litter from several years ago 
and a 42 per cent decline over 
the last three years. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said he receives fewer com¬ 
plaints about the litter, and 
when people see less litter it 
improves the problem. 

“If people don’t see gar¬ 
bage on the ground, they 
won’t throw garbage on the 


ground.” 

Don Belanger, manager of 
the capital city cleanup pro¬ 
gram, said volunteers who 
work to tidy up streets are re¬ 
porting better numbers. 

“Our volunteers in the 
adopt-a-bloclc program are 
reporting that the litter they 
are finding in their own com¬ 
munities (is on) a dramatic de¬ 
cline,” he said. 

Cigarette butts continue to 
be a relentless problem with 
788 items across city streets, 
up from 613 last year.

Health Canada lifted its hold 
on Novartis flu vaccines on 
Wednesday. 

It said a review of the prod¬ 
ucts reassured the department 
the vaccines are safe to use. 

Switzerland, which also 
suspended use of the vaccines 
last week, followed suit. 

And it was reported that 
even Italy, which was the first 
in a chain of countries to halt 
use of the Novartis vaccines, 
is now reviewing its decision, 
too. 

In fact, a senior Health 
Canada official admitted the 
agency might never have 
put a hold on the products if 
it had been in possession of 
details last week about why 
its Italian counterpart had 
blocked delivery of Novartis 
vaccines.

It turned out that Italy had 
taken the action solely based 
on a report from Novartis that 
it had found an imperfect 
batch of vaccine made at its 
Siena, Italy, plant. 

Other batches were appar¬ 
ently OK. 

The Novartis vaccines 
make up a total of 20 per cent 
of Canada’s combined flu-vac¬ 
cine purchase this year.

The haunting protests of a 
now-dead teenager filled a 
Toronto coroner’s courtroom 
Wednesday. 

Surveillance videos 

were screened showing the 
troubled inmate repeatedly 
tranquilized against her will 
or being threatened with hav¬ 
ing her face duct-taped. 

The disturbing images of 
Ashley Smith — images final¬ 
ly released after a two-year 
fight — showed the 19-year- 
old at several points in the 
run-up to her October 2007 
choking death in a prison cell 
in Kitchener. 

“Ow, it hurts,” a hooded 
Smith yells at one point as 
prison guards duct-tape her 
reddened hands to an air¬ 


plane seat. 

“Trust me: I am calm,” she 
says in a thin voice at another 
point, as guards threaten her. 

The airplane video, from 
April 2007, shows Smith’s 


transfer from a Saskatoon 
prison, where a supervising 
guard had allegedly assaulted 
her by bashing her head into 
the floor. 

Although she doesn’t ap¬ 


pear to be putting up much 
resistance and she’s wearing 
two “spit hoods” over her 
face, the guards duct-tape her 
hands to the arm rests. 

The pilot then weighs in. 


Guards watched 


Ashley Smith, 19, died Oct. 
19, 2007, inside a segrega¬ 
tion cell at the Grand Valley 
Institution for Women in 
Kitchener, Ont. 


• She choked herself to 
death with a strip of 
cloth while guards, 
instructed not to inter¬ 
vene, watched. 


“Don’t bite me,” he says. 

“I’m not,” Smith responds. 

“It’ll get worse if you do.” 

“How can it get worse?” 

“I’ll duct-tape your face.” 

Correctional Service Can¬ 
ada is fighting to narrow the 
scope of the inquest into her 
death, arguing the coroner 
has no jurisdiction to delve 
into the federal prison sys¬ 
tem. 

“Don’t let them get away 
with it,” Julian Falconer, 
Smith’s family lawyer, told 
presiding coroner Dr. John 
Carlisle, the Canadian press 


A hydro worker was killed 
Wednesday in southwestern 
Ontario while working on 
a power line damaged by 
Superstorm Sandy. 

The worker, whose name 
was not released, was elec¬ 
trocuted while tending to a 
downed power line in Sarnia, 
said the labour ministry. 

Bluewater Power CEO 
Janice McMichael Dennis said 
the death was an “unbeliev¬ 
able” surprise. 

“As you can imagine his 
family is grieving and we are 
grieving here as his family,” 
she said. 

“It is an unspeakable 
tragedy.” 

Provincial Energy Minister 
Chris Bentley took to Twitter 
to extend his condolences to 
the worker’s family. 

“Thoughts and prayers 
with family of Hydro worker 
killed in Sarnia,” Bentley 
wrote. 

It was the second known 
death in Canada related to 
Sandy. A Toronto woman 
was killed by a falling sign 
on Monday.

Haunting, dirty 
job in Nunavut 
still unpaid for 


Hall Beach Hunters 
who relocated graves 
44 years ago never 
received compensation 


More than 40 years ago, four 
hunters in Canada’s northern 
reaches had the haunting 
task of relocating 20 graves 
from the centre of the hamlet 
of Hall Beach to its outskirts. 

Using dog sleds, it took the 
men days to move the bones 
and partially decomposed 
bodies, but they were never 
paid. 

And now, 44 years later, 
their compensation is still 
a matter of vigorous debate 
with absolutely no resolu¬ 
tion. Ottawa says it’s not re¬ 
sponsible and Nunavut polit¬ 
icians say the new territory 
wasn’t even around then, so 
forget it. 

“They were promised com¬ 
pensation for doing the work 
(by the then-federal settle¬ 


ment manager) ... but they 
never did get paid,” Louis 
Tapardjulc, the MLA for the 
area, told the Torstar News 
Service. 

Hall Beach, which has 
about 600 people, is at the 
northeastern tip of Melville 
Peninsula at the shores of 
Foxe Basin, a narrow strait 
across from Baffin Island. 

Only one of the hunters is 
still alive and he is said to be 
dying of cancer. He and the 
families of the other three 
are reported to be looking for 
$5,000 each. 

Tapardjulc raised the mat¬ 
ter in the Nunavut legisla¬ 
ture as recently as this week, 
urging the Department of 
Health and Social Services’

Keith Peterson to do the right 
thing, but he offered only 
sympathy for the hunters’ 
families. 

“The government of Nuna¬ 
vut wasn’t even in existence 
until 1999,” Peterson said, 
adding the matter only land¬ 
ed on his desk last year. 

“The government of Can¬ 
ada clearly indicates in their 
correspondence that they 
have no record of this event 
ever occurring. It’s very puz¬ 
zling. I know the community 
says it did happen. The feder¬ 
al government, to whom they 
have been corresponding 
with, said that it didn’t hap¬ 
pen and the statute of limita¬ 
tions has run out.”

The graves were origin¬ 
ally located right in the 
centre of the hamlet, and 
Tapardjulc said it was a fed¬ 
erally appointed settlement 
manager who ordered them 
moved, which the federal 
government now denies 
ever happened. 

“Can you imagine all 
the emotional stress that 
came along having to deal 


with bloody graves and the 
men’s clothing smelling 
like death? Apparently it 
was a horrible smell. The 
sleds even had to be de¬ 
stroyed after that. Through 
all that they never even got 
a thank-you letter or any¬ 
thing,” Tapardjulc said. 

He added it is “extremely 
frustrating” to keep raising 
the matter of compensation 
and have nothing happen. 

Peterson countered: 
“With respect to financial 
compensation, that’s very 
difficult for me to answer. 
We have no idea what the 
costs are and who acknow¬ 
ledges responsibility. What 


I’m prepared to do is offer 
the individuals and the 
community of Hall Beach 
counselling and support to 
these individuals affected 
and help them with their 
grieving and healing pro¬ 
cess.” 

Tapardjulc said the com¬ 
pensation would go a long 
way for the families “for 
equipment to go hunting ... 
but instead they get noth¬ 
ing in return.” 

Hunting and fishing are 
the main occupations in 
Hall Beach, one of the old¬ 
est communities north of 
the Arctic Circle.

People along the battered U.S. 
East Coast took the first cau¬ 
tious steps to reclaim their 
daily routines Wednesday, 
even as the search for victims 
continued. Superstorm Sandy’s 
death toll rose to at least 63. 

The New York Stock Ex¬ 
change came back to life, and 
two major New York airports 
reopened to begin the long pro¬ 
cess of moving stranded travel¬ 
lers around the world. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama landed in New Jersey, 
which was hardest hit by Mon¬ 
day’s hurricane-driven storm, 
and he took a helicopter tour of 
the devastation with Gov. Chris 
Christie. “We’re going to be 
here for the long haul,” Obama 
said at one emergency shelter. 


For the first time since the 
storm pummelled the heavily 
populated U.S. northeast, doing 
b illi ons of dollars in damage, 
brilliant sunshine washed over 
New York City, for a while. 

At the stock exchange, 
running on generator power, 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg gave 
a thumbs-up and rang the open¬ 
ing bell to whoops from traders. 
Limited service on the subway 
will resume Thursday. 

It was clear that restoring 
the region to its ordinarily 
frenetic pace could take days. 
Rebuilding the hardest-hit areas 
and transportation networks

Power up. Starbucks 
starts wireless charging 
program in U.S. stores 


If Starbucks has its way, that 
double espresso might not be 
the only thing to give you a 
jolt the next time you visit. 

The Seattle-based coffee 
chain has unveiled a wireless 
charging pilot program at 17 
Boston-area stores. All Star- 
bucks locations have had free 
Wi-Fi access since 2010. 

The company didn’t im¬ 
mediately respond to a Tor- 
star News Service request for 
comment, but in a published 
report, executive Adam Brot- 
man didn’t rule out expan¬ 
sion of the wireless charging 
program to other Starbucks 
locations. 

“Customers are coming 
into our stores every day with 
mobile devices, and putting 
them down on the table. If 
they could be charging their 
device at the same time, then 
we’ve connected with that 
customer and met their need, 
maybe even before they real¬ 
ized they had a need for wire¬ 
less charging,” Brotman said 
in the report, from the Bos¬ 
ton Globe. 


The wireless charging 
uses inductive chargers sup¬ 
plied by Duracell Powermat. 
While inductive charging has 
the advantage of doing away 
with wires that people can 
trip over, there are a few dis¬ 
advantages. 


In particular, inductive 
charging doesn’t charge bat¬ 
teries up as quickly as stan¬ 
dard plug-based charging. An¬ 
other issue is that inductive 
charging can heat your device 
up in addition to charging it.

E-commerce. Canucks 
will buy one-fifth of 
holiday presents online 


This holiday season, about 
20 per cent of gift purchases 
in Canada are expected to be 
made online. 

One in five presents bought 
via the web sounds like a siz¬ 
able number, but compare 
that figure to the shopping 
habits of web-sawy Amer¬ 
icans, Brits and Germans and 
it’s actually tiny. 

According to a recent eMar- 
lceter report, 90 per cent of 
Internet users in the United 
Kingdom expect to do some 
of their shopping online this 
year and half expect to do 
most of their buying through 
the web. 

E-commerce could be a 
much, much larger trend 
in Canada if consumers had 
more places to shop online, 
says Rafe Petlcovic, Google 
Canada’s head of industry for 
retail. 

The state of online shop¬ 
ping in Canada today is simi¬ 
lar to what consumers in the 
United States, United King¬ 
dom or Germany experienced 
in 2006 or 2007, Petlcovic adds, 
with relatively few retailers to 
choose from, limited inven¬ 
tory selection and inconsistent 
shipping options. 

“They are certainly mar¬ 
kets that are very, veiy far ad¬ 
vanced in comparison to some 
of the most nascent markets, 
of which I think Canada is

Critics — including, un¬ 
surprisingly, Google — say the 
strategy is shortsighted and 
self-destructive, and the search 
engine warns it will stop in¬ 
dexing European news sites if 
forced to pay for links.

Economy declines for first time 
since February: StatsCan report 



Canada’s economic expansion 
came to a surprising halt in Au¬ 
gust, posting the first decline 
since Februaiy and setting the 
stage for the worst quarter of 
economic activity in more than 
a year. 

Real gross domestic prod¬ 
uct shrank by 0.1 per cent over 
the month, with both tempor¬ 
ary and fundamental factors 
taking the steam out of what 
economists had expected to be 
a relatively healthy 0.2 per cent 
advance. 

Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty cautioned against 
overreacting to the one-month 
setback, saying the economy is 
growing. “It is one month,” he 
told reporters on his way into 
a Conservative party caucus. 
“There is some weakness in 
Europe certainly, and the Amer¬ 
ican recovery is slow. We are 
going to see variations month 
to month, but overall for the 
year we are on track with GDP 
growth.” 

But with contractions in 10 
out of 18 industrial sectors, in¬ 
cluding the big ones of manu¬ 
facturing, construction, mining 
and oil and gas extraction, “this 
is no fluke,” said Bank of Mont¬ 
real economist Doug Porter. 

“While some temporary fac¬ 
tors weighed on activity in Au¬ 


gust, the main message here is 
that the economy is struggling 
to chum out any growth what¬ 
soever.” 

Despite private-sector 
economists’ expectations, the 
weakness had been somewhat 
foretold by the Bank of Can¬ 
ada last week when it surpris¬ 
ingly downgraded growth for 
the third quarter to an anemic 
one per cent, blaming tempor- 
aiy shutdowns in the natural- 
resources sector. 

But Scotiabanlc economist 
Derek Holt said the bank 
would be lucky to meet even

its revised forecast now, saying 
the quarter, which ended in 
September, is now tracking at 
about 0.5 per cent growth.

Chinese tourism 


South Korean 
island to become 
gambling mecca 

South Korea’s Incheon city 
said Wednesday it aims to 
transform a small fishing 
island off the country’s west 
coast into a hub of tourism, 
shopping and gambling to 
rival Macau and Las Vegas. 

The city, 28 kilometres 
west of the capital Seoul, 
hopes to eventually attract 
up to $290 billion US in in¬ 
vestments by 2030 to build 
casinos, hotels, auto-racing 
tracks, a marina and K-pop 
concert halls in its district 
of Yongyu-Muui. 

Incheon hopes the tour¬ 
ism complex will lure the 
growing middle and upper 
class from China, who are 
spending more on leisure 
and travel, and tourists 
from Japan. 

To increase its appeal to 
Chinese tourists, the new 
island will be named Eight- 
city and built in the shape 
of “8” after the auspicious 
number in China. 

When it is completed, 
Incheon said, the tourist 
area will be three times lar¬ 
ger than Macau at 80 square 
kilometres.

A lightsaber appeared magically from inside Luke’s 
arm, decals came off R2-D2 in the bathtub, and many 
frustrating hours were spent in childhood just trying to 
get Hammerhead to stand up without falling over. 

By the time the third prequel came out, there were so 
many slick toys, ads and cross-promotions it would not 
have surprised me to see Obi-Wan talking through an 
AT&T hologram and Darth Vader explaining that he draws 
his strength from the power of Pepsi.

Air conditioner to

With the upcoming release 
of the disaster film Flight, ac¬ 
claimed director Robert Ze¬ 
meckis can rightly seek the 
title of Hollywood’s plane-crash 
king. 

His latest drama begins 
with a terrifying catastrophe 
that sends crew and passengers 
see-sawing through the air as a 
routine trip goes horribly awry. 

It was a complicated se¬ 
quence that involved lots of 
computer-generated technol¬ 
ogy and meticulous planning, 
Zemeckis said during a stop in 
Toronto to promote the film. 
“All of those things that you use 
in movies,” he said. 

His last live-action film, 


Cast Away, also included a 
heart-stopping crash landing. 
The Tom Hanks survival epic 
features a FedEx plane tossed 
through the air by a violent 
storm until it plummets into 
the ocean. 

In the years following that 
film’s release, the aircraft’s dis¬ 
tinctive dive sparked intense 
online debate among pilots and 
aviation experts over the cir¬ 
cumstances, staging and plaus¬ 
ibility of such a crash. 

Zemeckis, who won an 
Oscar for directing Forrest 
Gump, says he’s hoping there’s 
no eye-rolling over his latest big 
screen catastrophe in Flight.

Biodegradable 


Stoop and

Are biodegradable 
doggie-poop bags actually 
greener?

Choosing to bag Fido’s busi¬ 
ness in a biodegradable 
poop bag is absolutely the 
green choice. Given the cor¬ 
rect conditions, biodegrad¬ 
able poop bags will perform 
as promised. 

Here’s the hitch. The 
conditions in landfills are 
anything but correct. In 
most landfills, conditions 
prevent organic material 
from decomposing. 

Furthermore, poop in 
landfills leads to water con¬ 
tamination and methane 
gas production, which is 
why most landfills actual¬ 
ly have a no-feces (dog or 
otherwise) policy. 

So the question isn’t one 
of wrapping — choose the 
green bags — but one of 
disposal. 

First of all, do pick up 
the dog poop! Short of the 
gross factor, the big prob¬ 
lems with leaving the poop 
to nature in high-density 
areas are: 


• Dog poop is carried by 
storm water directly into 
waterways, where it causes 
bacterial contamination. 

• It’s nitrogen-rich so 
it depletes oxygen levels, 
hurting fish and other wild¬ 
life. 

There are responsible 
ways to keep the doggie- 
doo out of the landfill and 
to make sure those bio¬ 
degradable poop bags have 
a chance to work their 
magic. 

• Compost the poop. 

• Flush the poop. 

If your knee-jerk reac¬ 
tion to dog-poop compost is 
less than sunny, it’s time to 
reconsider. With proper set¬ 
up, composting yields rich 
soil and safely returns the 
poop to the earth. Popular 
home composting methods 
include: 

• A compost pit — About 
one metre deep by one 
metre wide, with a cover. 

• Dog poop compost bins 

— available at pet stores 
and garden centres. 

• Vermicompost — 
gross, sure! But it works. 

Dog-waste compost 
should be kept separate 
from other compost and is 
best used on ornamental — 
not edible — gardens. 

Prefer to flush the poop? 
Biodegradable — but not 
compostable or degradable 

— baggies can be flushed, 
making it simple to send 
your dog’s poop down the 
pipes. Just be sure to check 




with your municipality to 
ensure the sewage system 
can handle the grit. 

Compostable bags re¬ 
quire the heat of a com¬ 
post pile to break down, 
so they cannot be flushed. 
And beware of the word de¬ 
gradable (as opposed to bio¬ 
degradable) which refers to 
formulated polythene. 

Polythene bags will frag¬ 
ment, not biodegrade, leav¬ 
ing tiny bits of plastic in the 
water.

I’ve heard this theory as well. 
They say that when you wash 
a glass with dish soap — no 
matter what kind of dish 
soap — there is always a good 


chance that a small amount 
of the soap residue is left in¬ 
side the glass and that when 
you pour the wine into the 
glass it will affect both the 
taste and enjoyment of the 
drink. 

I’ve done some investigat¬ 
ing and some manufacturers, 
such as Riedel crystal, who 
specialize in wine glasses, 
agree with this theory. 

So how do we deal with 
this? The recommended way 
to clean this type of glass¬ 
ware is first to rinse the wine 
glasses under the tap with 
lots of warm running water, 


then with steam, such as over 
a steaming pot on the stove. 

The steam does two 
things. First, it will disinfect 
the glass and secondly it 
helps ensure no spots of any 
kind are left. Once the glass 
has been steamed, a good, 
dry linen or cotton dishtowel 
is ideal to dry it, leaving the 
glass spot free and with a 
beautiful shine. 

Enjoy the wine!

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Simple steps to cut energy bills this winter 


In the home. Plug leaks, 
unplug appliances and 
other ways to save 
money without sacrifidng 
comfort and lifestyle 


With a nearly 90-year-old 
house in Rye, N.Y., Melanie Ca- 
denhead spends a large part of 
eveiy winter being cold. 

The temperature inside 
usually drops right around 
Thanksgiving, and Cadenhead 
pulls out her sweaters. Hav¬ 
ing shelled out about $1,000 
a month last winter trying to 
warm up the place, she does 
not plan to crank the heat any 
higher this year. 

“I’ll just sleep in one of 
those Daniel Boone hats with 
the ear flaps,” she says. “Win¬ 
ter is not my friend.” 

Modem living does not 
have to be that hard, energy ef¬ 
ficiency experts say. 

They cite a host of simple 
ways to cut energy consump¬ 
tion without sacrificing com¬ 
fort or lifestyle. From sealing 
air leaks to unplugging cell¬ 
phone chargers, these recom¬ 
mended improvements don’t 
require big-ticket purchases 
like windows or air or heating 
systems (although those may 
be necessaiy in some cases). 

Many energy-saving moves 
are so inexpensive, relatively 
speaking, that they quickly pay 
for themselves. 

Unless you’re living in an 
ultra-modem, ultra-energy- 
efficient home, the only way 
to reign in those utility bills is 
to first show your home a little 
love. Sealing air leaks — pri¬ 
marily gaps in construction — 
and upgrading insulation are 
the No. 1 ways to nip energy 
waste, says Scott Stefan, a 
home energy auditor for Elms- 
ford, N.Y.-based BrightHome 
Energy Solutions. 

Air leaks, often found 
around foundations, pipes, 
recessed fights and chim¬ 
neys, can be easily identified 
and sealed; many states have 
programs that contract with 
people like Stefan to help you 
find the source of the prob¬ 
lems. 

But even sealing your house 
nice and tight (while still leav¬ 
ing enough airflow for proper 
ventilation) won’t really do 
the job if your insulation has 
stopped doing its job, Stefan 
says. Warm air can escape right 
through insulation that’s been 
in place for 25 years or more. 

“We all recognize that we 
have to replace our cars and 
computers, and people love 
to do that,” he says. “But most 


people have really old insula¬ 
tion — and it’s really beaten 
down and it’s not doing them 
any good.” 

The cost of sealing leaks 
or updating insulation varies 
greatly depending on where 
you five and the complexity 
of the job. But “the energy you 
save from doing this work will 
more than cover the cost of the 
work itself,” Stefan says. 

Such steps tend to be con¬ 
siderably cheaper than, for 
instance, replacing leaky win¬ 
dows, another energy-saving 
step. That could mn into the 
tens of thousands of dollars 

— although it often could be 
avoided simply by hanging 
storm windows in the winter, 
experts say. 

Another way to cut energy 
consumption is to unplug all 
those “energy vampires” that 
suck up electricity even when 
they’re not being used, says 
Ken Collier, editor-in-chief at 
The Family Handyman. 

A typical American home 
has 40 devices, including TVs, 
cell-phone chargers and com¬ 
puters, that continually draw 
power even when they seem 
to be turned off, according to 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency. U.S. households spend 
approximately $100 per year 

— roughly 8 per cent of house¬ 
hold electricity costs — to 
power such devices while not 
in use. Collier says the expense 
could be closer to $70 a month. 

The easiest way to elimin¬ 
ate those costs is to plug your 
devices into power strips and 
turn those power strips off 
when you wrap things up 
for the day, he says. Another 
good option is a product called 
Smart Strip, which looks like a 
regular power strip but auto¬ 
matically turns off equipment 
that it senses is not being used. 

Using a programmable 
thermostat and switching to 
energy-efficient appliances 
and fight bulbs also can yield 
substantial savings, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S. Department of 
Energy. 

As for fight bulbs, Stefan 
says, only 6 per cent of the 
electricity drawn by traditional 
bulbs is turned into fight. The 
rest becomes heat. 

“It is a veiy inefficient tech¬ 
nology — and it should be. It 
was invented in the 1800s,” he 
says. 

Today’s fight bulbs can pro¬ 
vide energy savings of up to 75 
per cent and last 10 to 25 times 
longer than traditional bulbs, 
according to the Energy De¬ 
partment. 

“This is not political or ideo¬ 
logical,” Stefan says. “It’s plain 
old common sense.”
